The veteran movie actor stood in the Joseph 
Smith Auditorium and looked out over the audience 
that filled the theater to capacity. He was visably 
moved by the size of the crowd and its reaction to his 
presentation. 

“T thought there would only be a handful here,”’ he 
said with emotion, “but this is overwhelming ... a 
heart-warming thing indeed.” 

Lew Ayres, now 69, whose career spans nearly 50 
years of Hollywood history, was visiting BYU to 
show his three-part documentary film on religions 
around the globe, “‘Altars of the World.” Ayres wrote 
the script, produced and narrated the film. 

“Tt is essential that we all be exposed to films like 
this,’ said Dr. Spencer R. Palmer, director of world 
religions at the Religious Study Center at BYU. The 
center sponsored Ayres visit. “We cannot work with 
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our fellowmen effectively unless we try to unders- 
tand their beliefs, learn what motivates their inner- 
most being and discover what has been the sub- 
stance of their long-held traditions. We are grateful 
a Mr. Ayres for visiting us with this most important 
ilm. 


Life of acting 


While Ayres speaks with authority about the 
world’s religions, most of those who hear him are un- 
aware he has spent most of his life not behind a 
typewriter but acting in front of the motion picture 
camera. 


The Hollywood actor has appeared in more than 
70 motion pictures and television shows since 1930, 
having set his sights on a screen career at an early 
age. 

Ayres was born in 1908 in Minneapolis, Minn. “I 
can remember seeing my first film at the age of six,” 
he reminisced during a break in his visit to BYU. “I

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was intent on a goal of acting, but I never mentioned 
it. When my parents moved to the West Coast when 
I was 14, I said in my heart, “This is it; I know they 
are taking me where I ultimately will have to go.’ ”’ 

In California Ayres got various jobs with local 
bands, playing the banjo and guitar. He finally en- 
ded up in Ray West’s band which appeared in 
Hollywood’s Cocoanut Grove. 


‘Are you an actor?’ 


While visiting a friend in another band one Satur- 
day afternoon at the Roosevelt Hotel in Hollywood, 
Ayres found that the hotel was having a tea dance, 
where young singles could mingle and dance. “I saw 
a nice looking girl sitting there and I decided to go up 
and ask her for a dance. After I finished the dance, a 
man standing nearby stopped me and said, ‘Are you 
an actor?’ Receiving a negative response, the man 
went on to say he saw me dancing with this famous 
star who had just come from Paris (Lili Damita, 
later Errol Flynn’s wife), and he thought I was an ac- 
tor. I told him I wasn’t but would really like to be.”’ 

To Ayres’ surprise, the stranger turned out to be a 
talent scout. “If you’ll come to my office I think I can 
arrange a test for you,” he said. 


Acting debut at 21 


That test was seen by Paul Bern at Pathe who, 
when he moved over to M-G-M, got Ayres the 
leading role opposite Greta Garbo in her last silent 
film, “The Kills.” Good reviews in that film brought 
him, barely at 21 years old, to his most memorable 
film, ‘All Quiet on the Western Front,” probably 
unequalled for its realism in portraying the horrors 
of war and the reaction of a young, idealistic German 
soldier to war’s senseless, confused brutality. 

“The whole spirit of the film and the expertise was 
due to the director, Lewis Milestone,” Ayres recalls. 
“He was a great editor, and his knowledge of the 
camera and what it could do made the battlefield 
scenes as true as life itself.” 

“All Quiet” holds up even now as a film classic. It 
was one of the most popular films of 1930 and did 
well on subsequent national re-releases, the last one 
as late as 1950. Perhaps the most memorable scene 
occurred at the end of the film, and Ayres still 
remembers being on the set when it was conceived. 

“The book describes this scene simply as a quiet 
day,” he recalls. ““The armistice is signed. Then the 
young soldier, me, is struck by a bullet and dies. 


Butterflys and symbolism 


“For the film, the producers and director dreamed 
up all kinds of things to try — the soldier goes out of 
his mind and wanders into no-man’s land and there 
he gets killed — but nothing looked good. Then I 
remember the cameraman, Karl Freud, saying: 


‘If we had some.simple thing, like reaching for a 
butterfly. All we’d have to do is plant one scene back 
in his home showing that he had gathered butterflies 
and had some mounted on a frame. So, in the last 
scene, the butterfly lands on a little twig where he is 
seated on guard behind the sandbags and for a quick 
moment he exposes himself to reach forward to 
touch the butterfly and is killed by a sniper.’ 


“T don’t think he thought of symbolisms in that 
scene. He never thought in that way. But it was 
everything in the film. It couldn’t have been a worm 
or a bird. A butterfly emerges from a chrysalis from 
being a worm, very much like man’s soul emerges 
from the chrysalis of his body in a religious sense and 
grows and improves. It was a very poignant scene; so. 
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“Heaps,” long a Provo favorite for pizza, has 
expanded its menu as well as ‘Brick Oven” 
facilities.

Four Provo restaurants excel in service 


Editor’s note: As part of this special section, The 
Daily Universe sent four reporters to review some 
of the local restaurants. They were Gary James 
Bergera (Brick Oven), Becky Quintero 
(Hawaiian), Antone Clark (Hines) and Nancy 


-Hinsdale Wilcox (Jedediah’s). 


The Brick Oven 

Every town, regardless of its size, has a Heaps. 
And there’s no denying that there’s a magic quality 
about one of Provo’s oldest restaurants. 

And now, the recent change from ‘‘Heaps” to 
“The Brick Oven” has altered both the appearance 
and the philosophy of the restaurant. 

Greg Hansen, night manager, explains the shift: 


“We wanted to expand on aye Heaps o’ Pizza 


wasn’t a descriptive name for what we wanted. We 
didn’t build Heaps. Heaps had built us. We hope we 
will be able to build The Brick Oven. 

“We don’t want to be a ‘joint,’ ” he explains. ‘“‘We 
like the connotation of a ‘family restaurant.’ But 
even so, we’re not high-priced. As a matter of fact, 
one of our goals is to provide the students in Provo 
with a nicer place to eat.” 

‘The food is good. Though, no doubt, there’s bet- 
ter. Yet, I really wonder if most people go to Heaps 
for the food. There’s something more. Something 
that can’t be cooked or bought. 


The Hungry Hawaiian 


Since 900 East is not exactly a main thoroughfare, 
it would be easy to live in Provo for years without 
knowing that the Hungry Hawaiian existed. 

This would be sad indeed, since this unique 
restaurant provides a first class treat for the palate, 
at a surprisingly reasonable price. 

The menu shows immediately that this is not just 
another American restaurant serving Chinese food; 
here are true island dishes, like Mahi Mahi Amon- 
dine (dolphin), Kalua pig, ribs, and the island ver- 
sions of seafood tempura and beef or chicken 
teriyaki. Even the steaks are done in a special way 
and have the names to prove it — ‘Warrior’and 
‘Oarsman.’ 

The dinners are as delicious as their menu 
descriptions sound. But probably the nicest thing 
about an evening at the ‘““Hawaiian” is the bill. A 
truly stomach-stuffing meal for two, with all the ex- 
tras except dessert comes to $11.89 (excluding tip). 


-Even the most expensive meal for two, with the most 


expensive side dishes, would be less than $30. 

Manager and part owner, John Kauwe, said prin- 
cipal owner Nicholas Chu got the idea to open the 
restaurant. after doing some research on-places in 
Utah which claimed to serve Polynesian - food. 
Authentic dishes simply did not exist, so he got some 
friends together and started the place. 

Business has been so overwhelming that they are 
building a new location in Orem which will be able 
to handle 250 diners and a banquet as well. Kauwe 
said the move would probably be made in July. 

Kauwe says he tries to hire people who will add to 
the atmosphere. Indications are they have thus far 
been successful in doing so. 

The restaurant owners invite people to “come and 
experience the spirit of aloha.” If you go, you will 
find it is there.

From the time I walked through the 10-foot oak 
door of the 1895 Victorian house on 383 W. 100 
South, greeted by a man in a velvet tuxedo, I knew I 
was in for a treat. 

We were escorted to a corner table in a spacious 
dining room, after the waiter took and hung up my 
wife’s coat. The whole setting was dignified but not 
fancy. fe 

The table was set with china, silver, and crystal. 
Light music danced over the speakers. 

The waiter, who identified himself as Darwill, said 
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“We'll be serving you in a minute.” I didn’t know he 
meant that so literally. For the next hour and a half 
we were waited on hand and foot. 

He brought us a simple menu, which is changed 
every two months. Dinner for two ranges from $30.00 
for their “candlelight dinner” to $16.25 for frog legs 
sauterne. The most expensive single item was prime 
rib cut for gentlemen at just $11.40. 

Tn our case, the bread and the soup were worth the 
whole evening. And, if that wasn’t enough the waiter 
politely asked, “Could you go for seconds on the 
soup?” 

But better things were to come. Next in line was 
our salad, which was fresh spinach topped by a spicy 
gourmet sauce. Darwill made the sauce, one of his 
“specialities,” in front of us. We began to feel like we 
were really “out to dinner” for the first time.

Throughout the evening, one waiter would check 
on our water periodically. He would methodically 
refill it —eight times in all. 

My prime rib crowded its plate for room, while the 
filet mignon my wife ordered was more than she 
could handle. I informally measured the cut of beef 
to be a foot long and about 2 and 1/2 inches thick. 

In addition to the beef, we were served baked 
potatoes on seperate plates and also small bowls of 
peas. 

Then they brought us a non-alcoholic imported 
wine and placed it in a champagne bucket of ice. 

When the hour and a half of continuous dining 
was over, a waiter brought the check in a little silver 
bowl. I gazed casually at the final sum. It totaled

{Interested in the glamour and glitter 


‘of old time movie stars, vaudeville, 


“good ol’ musicals” or family enter- 


tainment? Check out Provo’s indepen- 


dent theaters. 

It’s a struggle to be an “‘indepen- 
dent’’ as opposed to chain-owned 
theaters, according to managers, but 
they’re working to provide the Provo 
audience with something different, 
and “‘better’’. 

J. Duane Major, owner-manager of 
the Villa Theater in Springville, is try- 
ing to bring back the magic of the old 
days. ‘‘Hollywood ‘has lost that 
magic,” he said. “It’s great to see peo- 
ple coming out of the theater with 
smiles on their faces and laughing, in- 
stead of heading for a psychiatrist.” 

At the end of February, however, the 
“Villa’”’ will become a live theater, and 
the classic flicks will be shown in Ma- 
jor’s latest investment: the old Grove 
Theater in Pleasant Grove. 

“T’'m planning to restore it to the 
original ‘Alhambra’ Theater,” he said. 
“On Friday and Saturday nights we’ll 
have live Vaudeville entertainment 
between our two feature shows, and oc- 
casionally an old fashioned amateur 
hour. 

“Independent theaters like this one 
have a really hard time making it,”’ he 
said. “‘All the movie distributors are 
linked up with chains of: theaters 
around the country and we’re forced to 
show the movies years later. For exam- 
ple, by the time we get a movie like 
‘Jaws’ it’s years later and they still 
wanted 70 percent of each ticket. The 
independent theaters cannot do it.” 

Major said the Villa does it’s own 
booking, “If we don’t, then we have to 
take whatever they send us, if it’s R- 
rated or not.” 

The problem, according to Major is 


movies are just not making it here,” he 
said. ‘“That’s why we’ve gone to the old 
flicks.” 

For those adults who tire of Walt 
Disney, Major offers adult drama. 
“Adults like to see drama that they 
can empathize with but not obscene or 
dirty, the old shows are really en- 
joyable,” he said. 

The audience at Villa isn’t made up 
of the older generation, but lots of 
“young kids’? and BYU students, ac- 
cording to. Major. 

Another independent theater in 
Utah Valley, the Pioneer Twin Drive- 
In, also finds it tough as an indepen- 
dent, according to manager Marvin 
Cox. “It’s almost impossible to be an 
independent because of the number of 
chains and their buying power,” he 
said. 

“We try to stick to G and PG rated 
movies,” he said. “‘But we also have a 
big R audience to please.” 

The prices at Pioneer Drive-In are 
normally much lower than those at 
chain theaters, according to Cox. ““We 
have a lot of second runs and subse- 
quent runs, so there is some advantage 
to lowering the prices. Maybe people 
will wait to see it.” 

“In nearly every case the indepen- 
dent theater has a much harder time 
than a chain would,” he said. “It’s.a 
tough go, but that’s the world we live 
in. 

The ‘Scera’’, another Provo in- 
dependent, caters to family trade. 
Manager, Dover Hunt, doesn’t see any 
problems, however. 

“Tf a product fits our type, we do bet- 
ter business,”’ he said. ‘With ‘Pete’s 
Dragon’ we out-grossed every theater 
in the western United States. If there 
was an R-rated in the Scera, no one 
would come.”

If you’re a BYU student with little money and no 
motivation, there’s only one place in town where 
there’s any night action.

Center can’t compare with the socializing, politick- 
ing, and hustling that take place at the Harold B. 
Lee Library after dark. 

With 4,300 seats for students, the odds of finding 
some kind of entertainment are infinitely greater 
than in the Cougareat or your Volkswagen. 

However, it’s not easy to know the ins and outs of 
the library scene. Since no official guide has been 
published, the following is presented as one person’s 
observations of “where it’s at.” 

Before the library was able to challenge the 
Marriott Center, the fourth floor was the ‘“‘soc’’ 
(pronounced “‘sosh’’) hang-out. Every day at 4 p.m. 
everyone who thought they were anyone crammed 
into the fourth floor study tables to begin the age-old 
game of cat and mouse. They looked like they had 
come fresh from the shower, not from classes. A 
fashion show continued all evening and it was much 
more entertaining than Mademoiselle and Esquire 
because it was live. : 


Things haven’t changed much. Because study 
space has increased, the social scene has been dis- 
persed, but it is still flourishing. 

The “‘socs”’ (soshes) have moved to the old section 
of the fifth floor. There is no apparent reason for the 
move, but the traditions are still the same. 

Strategic seating is of paramount importance. 
Sitting at a table that is already occupied by 
someone of the same sex is a waste of time. A table 
occupied by one or two people of the opposite sex is a 
good possibility, but one must be sure to check for 
wedding rings, promise rings, children, etc. before 
making any commitments. 

It is also in poor taste to bring too many books 
(one can’t appear too studious), but it is common 
practice to have one’s name, address and phone 
number emblazoned on everything from T-shirts to 
backpacks to notebooks. (Note: One must have good 
eyesight to compete on the fifth floor. If you’re near- 
sighted, be sure your contacts are in.)

Live productions 
offer alternative

Is there an alternative to spending Friday night in 
front of the “big silver screen’? watching ‘Star 
Wars” for the fifth time? Yes. 

Another option available in Provo is the live enter- 
tainment found in community produced plays. The 
Valley Centre Theatre, 60 N. 300 West, stages light- 
hearted comedies and plays with LDS-related 
themes every six weeks. The theatre is open Mon- 
day, Thursday, Friday and Saturday nights with the 
shows beginning at 8 p.m. 

Keith and Jody Renstrom started the local theatre 
two years ago when they became disappointed in the 
quality of movies being offered in the community. 

“You don’t always feel like solving a big moral 
problem on a night out,” Mrs. Renstrom said. The 
Valley Center Theatre has produced several com- 
edies including, ‘Star Spangled Girl,” “Barefoot in 
the Park” and ‘Five on a Honeymoon.” 

Mrs. Renstrom said she feels there is a ‘“‘big need 
in the community for people to develop their 
talents,” adding, “the theatre gives all kinds of peo- 
ple, who love acting or enjoy it as a hobby, a chance 
to particiapte in drama. 

“We have custodians, doctors, students and 
lawyers try out for parts in our plays,” she said. 
“The leading man who has been in a couple of our 
plays is our mailman.” 

The stage of the Renstrom’s theatre is “in the 
round,” which means the audience surrounds the 
stage. Mrs. Renstrom said this type of stage is “‘a 
natural for comedy.” The audience is close to the ac- 
tor and doesn’t have to squint to see the actor’s ex- 
pressions. 

Although plays are continually being offered at 
BYU, Renstrom said, “BYU satisfies the needs of 
the students. We are trying to satisfy the overflow of 
talent from the community.” 

The Valley Centre Theatre uses local actors and 
utilizes the talents of area playwrights and artists. 

The final product is an alternative to “Friday 
night at the movies” that has met with a favorable 
response in the area. A reviewer for the Provo Herald 
said, “Valley Centre Theatre has become a place for 
people to go.” 

Mrs. Renstrom said going to the theatre the first 
time is the hardest, and added, “People are just 
becoming aware that live theatre is more fun for the 
audience than movies. It is something old that is 
coming back.”

On weekend nights it 
looks like a giant wedding cake spangled with brides 
and grooms. 

On cool evenings, campus heat vents are comfor- 
table and can become Slurpee Points. Bike racks 
have been accommodatingly placed over them and 
make fairly good benches with back rests. One stu- 
dent composes eloquent sonnets for his heart throb 
while sitting on heat vents.
